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The King Messiah, second advent of Messiah ben David, has already come. He came like a “thief in the 
night,” while the world was asleep, their minds “clouded” by the false doctrines of the church. 


Jesus was not interested in slaves but in servants. He did not attempt to build an empire so that He 
could become master over slaves. Rather, His idea was to become an inspiring Lord who can 
motivate people to develop their possibilities [spiritual virtues]. In the process we become helpful 
servants, not oppressed slaves. If religion enslaves people, one can challenge that faith! One of the 
legitimate criticisms that is leveled against a great deal of institutional religion in all the major 
faiths — Christianity, Judaism, Islam, Hinduism, Buddhism is that it indoctrinates. Religion, under 
the management of insecure leaders or insecure theological positions, can indoctrinate people 
until they are no longer capable of hearing or understanding any viewpoint other than what was 
crammed into their minds. ! 


Although a descendant of David, Jesus was not of the direct line of kings, rather, he was a descendant of 
Nathan, Solomon’s brother. Furthermore, during his ministry, there was a descendant of David in the world. 
Jesus was not a descendant of Jehoiachin and thus could not sit upon the throne of David here on earth. It 
was the mission of Jesus the Christ to atone for iniquity, sacrificing himself on the cross to free the people 
from sin. Jesus came so those who turn toward God and receive the profusion of his bounties are saved 
from attachment to sin, obtaining everlasting life, delivered from the chains of bondage, and attaining to 
the world of liberty. Freed from the vices of the human world they are then blessed by the virtues of the 
Kingdom. “This is the meaning of the words of Christ, 'I gave My blood for the life of the world,' that is, I 
have chosen all these troubles, these sufferings, calamities, and even the greatest martyrdom, to attain this 
object, the remission of sins.” This remission of sin is a detachment from the physical or human world and 
the attraction to the divine world. He did not come to reestablish the twelve tribes of Israel or restore the 
Temple. Jesus was the mediator between God and man, whose revelation was in the potency of the “Son,” 
not the literal Son of God. Jesus could only obtain the title of Christ through his father Joseph who was a 
male descendant of King David. Paul stated that Jesus was a flesh and blood descendant from the sperm of 
King David and designated the Son of God. 


Concerning his Son Jesus Christ our Lord, which was made of the seed [sperma in Greek] of 
David according to the flesh; And declared to be the Son of God with power, according to the 
spirit of holiness” [i.e., the Holy Spirit]. 


It is difficult to comprehend any reasoning the clergy must have to ignore what Paul has written. As learned 
individuals, they must certainly understand what the phrase “made of the seed of David according to the 
flesh,” means. The Gospel of Matthew and the Gospel of Luke both point out that Jesus descended from 
King David through Zerubbabel who was not of the kingly line of descent. After the Babylonian captivity 
of Judah, the kingly line of descent continued through Shenazzar and not through Zerubbabel. For this 
reason, Jesus stated that his kingship was not of this world and thus he could not establish the Kingdom of 


God on earth. He taught us to pray for the coming of the kingdom “on earth as it is in heaven.” Jesus was 
given the throne of David to establish as the center of the kingdom of God on earth forever through his 
Revelation, but he could not sit upon the throne in the visible world. The gospel of Jesus is the message of 
the coming of God's Kingdom on earth. Jesus revealed the gospel of the coming kingdom of God for the 
Gentiles to inherit. Gentiles, according to the Israelites, consist of all people other than the Israelites. 


Many scholars believe that Jesus' prophecy that his followers would see the abomination spoken of by 
Daniel was fulfilled with the destruction of Jerusalem in 70 AD. However, Jesus prophesied this 
abomination of desolation would continue from the time Jerusalem was "surrounded by armies" "until the 
times of the Gentiles are fulfilled." The "times of the Gentiles" began when Jesus' gospel of the kingdom of 
God was given unto the Gentiles by the apostles. Paul explained that the times of the Gentiles would be 
fulfilled when they completely inherit the kingdom of God and the throne of King David, which is described 
by Paul as "Christ being in the Gentiles." 


The eternal Cause of God is for all nations and people, of every faith, to comprise the kingdom of God on 
earth centered around King David's throne, which could only be established with the appearance of the 
King Messiah who fulfills the prophesies of all the Holy books for the coming of a Universal Manifestation 
to unite the peoples and nations of the world. It is the Throne of God on earth forever according to the 
Covenant given unto David. 


As the mediator of a new Covenant, Jesus could not enter the Temple for he was not a high priest after the 
order of Aaron, of the tribe of Levi. Jesus was of the tribe of Judah and nothing in the writings of Moses 
was said regarding a high priest being of that tribe. He was, however, designated a high priest after the 
order of Melchizedek. “And being made perfect he became the source of salvation to all who obey him 
[meaning obedient to His words, for as Jesus said, “It is the spirit that gives life, the flesh is of no avail; the 
words I have spoken to you are spirit and life” (John 6:63)|, being designated by God a high priest after 
the order of Melchizedek.”’* Paul again writes that Jesus entered the sanctuary in heaven. “For Christ has 
entered, not into a sanctuary made with hands, a copy of the true one, but into heaven itself...” Jesus thus 
placed his revelation in the heaven of prophecy, cleansing the sanctuary in heaven with his death on the 
cross. 


The generally accepted view by theologians related to events occurring in the later days, or “end times,” 
centers on a theology of the “rapture” of the church, and only the “church” (Christians) will be saved. “The 
church age is a dispensation, which contains no prophecy except for that of the rapture.”> What of the 
prophesies for the return of Christ and the return of Jesus? The rapture is said to bring to completion the 
process of salvation and sanctification and there are notable distinctions between the rapture and second 
advent of Jesus Christ. The very words of Jesus show this concept to be erroneous. There is no second 
advent of Jesus Christ. Furthermore, salvation was complete with the sacrifice of Jesus upon the cross. 


Thus it was necessary for the copies of the heavenly things to be purified with these rites, but the 
heavenly things themselves with better sacrifices than these. For Christ has entered, not into a 
sanctuary made with hands, a copy of the true one, but unto heaven itself, now to appear in the 
presence of God on our behalf. Nor was it to offer himself repeatedly, as the high priest enters the 
Holy Place yearly with blood not his own; for then he would have had to suffer repeatedly since 
the foundation of the world. But as it is, he has appeared once for all at the end of the age to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of himself.° 


Paul explains that unlike the high priest who went into the Holy Place yearly to atone for the sins of the 
people, Jesus the Christ appeared once to “atone for iniquity” with his death on the cross. Jesus came to the 
Jews as their suffering Messiah. His mission as given in scripture was to atone for iniquity. “Seventy weeks 
of years are decreed concerning your people and your holy city, to finish the transgression, to put an end 
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to sin, and to atone for iniquity.”’ This prophecy as given within Daniel is part of the prophesied proofs 
for the appearance of Jesus as the suffering Messiah. 


Christian theology uses a portion of these years for the “rapture” and the coming of an antichrist. We are 
told that the “term ‘rapture’ refers to Jesus Christ descending from heaven to the earth’s atmosphere in 
order to give resurrection bodies to the dead in Christ first and then immediately doing the same [for] those 
who are alive on the earth at the time of His descent. At that time, He will deliver the church from the wrath 
of God which will [be] poured out on planet earth during the seventieth week of Daniel.’”’* The seventieth 
week is said to refer to the final seven-year period of the full seventy weeks. It will take place sometime 
after the rapture and begin with the appearance of the antichrist. There is no rapture. This is a fantasy created 
from the minds of insecure theological leaders. The word “antichrist” means to be against Christ, that is, 
against the Messiah, the denial that Jesus was a flesh and blood descendant of David through his father 
Joseph, replaced by the worship of an incarnate god, the ancient Babylonian religion. 


As the mission of Jesus was as a sacrificial Lamb, he thus returns as a Lamb “as though it had been slain” 
(Rev. 5:6), and as the high priest after the order of Melchizedek. Paul wrote in some length about the order 
of Melchizedek. In his letter to the Hebrews, Paul explains that for a little while Jesus was made lower than 
the angels. “But we see Jesus, who for a little while was made lower than the angels, crowned with glory 
and honor because of the suffering of death, so that by the grace of God he might taste death for every 
one.” This means Jesus was subjected to the physical world where he tasted suffering and death. 
“Therefore he had to be made like his brethren in every respect,” that is being made of flesh and blood, 
Jesus “partook of the same nature, that through death he might destroy him who has the power of death... 
so that he might become a merciful and faithful high priest in the service of God, to make expiation for the 
sins of the people. '° Jesus had to be tempted and suffer to assist those who also were tempted. This does 
not infer that Jesus was with sin. He took the sins of the people upon himself, that through his suffering and 
sacrifice, the people would be saved. 


A comment on a previously posted article stated: 


It will be reconsecrated 2300 evenings and mornings from the time that the daily sacrifice ceased 
and the abomination that causes desolation is seen standing where it is not supposed to be. In 70 
AD the daily sacrifice ceased and has not been revived since. This was also the year the 
abomination was last seen before it was totally destroyed. That means it will be rebuilt then 
reconsecrated in 2370 AD. The prophet Daniel wrote it in his book. 


The daily sacrifice ended when Jesus received the Holy Spirit at the river Jordan in 30 AD, as Jesus was 
the living sacrifice, the sacrificial Lamb whose blood cleansed the sanctuary in heaven. There was no longer 
the need to sacrifice an unblemished animal upon the altar. We would have to deny the words of Jesus when 
he said that the abomination of desolation would continue from the time Jerusalem was “surrounded by 
armies” “until the times of the Gentiles are fulfilled” (Luke 18:20-24). The "times of the Gentiles" began 
when Jesus' gospel of the kingdom of God was given unto the Gentiles by the apostles. Paul explained that 
the times of the Gentiles would be fulfilled only when they completely inherit the kingdom of God and the 
throne of King David. This inheritance could not be fulfilled until after the second advent of Christ, 
the King Messiah, when the true Temple, that is, not made by hands, is made manifest. This Temple is 
symbolically shown within the Great Pyramid.

The pyramid depicts the altar, sanctuary, Holy of 
Holies, and the ark of the Covenant, the same as 
within the tabernacle constructed by Moses. The 
2300 day/year prophecy in Daniel for the sanctuary 
to be restored to its rightful state was fulfilled with 
the martyrdom of the Bab and his believers. The 
Bab appeared in 1844, the exact date given by 
Daniel. He was the forerunner of the return of 
Christ, the King Messiah, who fulfilled the 
prophecy in Daniel of the 1290 day/years. There are 
exactly 1280 days or lunar years from the 
proclamation of Muhammad in 612 AD to the 
proclamation of Baha’u’llah in 1863. The reason 
there is a ten year difference is because the calendar 
used by Islam began from the Hegira in 622. Thus 
when added to the 1280 we get the full 1290 years. 


The Great Pyramid confirms the appearance of the 
high priest. For the Temple not made by hands to 
be complete there must be a high priest. The 
kingdom of God will not be firmly established until 
after the day of judgment, and it is to be established 
from the west. This is depicted in the pyramid. The 
capstone of the pyramid was never placed on top. It 
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Three Eastern Pyramids 
These solid red granite pyramids 
symbolized the three Manifestations 
who came from the east: Krishna, 
Zoroaster, and Buddha. 
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was placed in a socket on the west side of the pyramid. The three small pyramids on the east side of the 
pyramid represent the eastern religions of Krishna, Zoroaster, and Buddha. With its scientific data and a 
chronological time scale of God’s plan, the Great Pyramid unites science and religion. Without science, 
religion remains nothing more that superstition and blasphemy, while science without religion remains 
destructive. S. Parkes Cadman, D.D., a former President of the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, stated: 


An adjustment must be made if humanity is to see in modern movements any birth throes of a 
regenerated society. The adherent to older forms of faith also need it if he is to perceive that 
science and religion are not rivals but allies in giving complementary expression to the search for 
truth." 


There is yet another date given by Daniel. “Blessed is he that waiteth and cometh to the thousand three 
hundred and thirty-five [1335] days/years.” Christian theology cannot explain the meaning of this verse. It 
is the date for the return of Jesus, who according to the sacred texts comes in various names and titles in 
addition to being a high priest after the order of Melchizedek. This prophecy is calculated from the victory 
of Muhammad in 628 AD, one hundred years from Baha'u'llah, who made his proclamation in 1863, thus 
the year 1963. In the beginning of the third chapter of Zechariah it is written: “Zhen he showed me Joshua 
[Jesus] the high priest standing before the angel of the Lord.” Jesus entered heaven as high priest, thus, his 
return is as the high priest. He is also known as Jesus the Lamb, the Knight on the white horse in the book 
of Revelation, and the Teacher of Righteousness as written within the Dead Sea Scrolls. Jesus does not 
return as the Christ and is not a Manifestation. He comes to establish the New Covenant, or revelation that 
is given by the King Messiah, which is none other than the kingdom of God on earth. Jesus returns to 
establish his father’s (Baha’u’llah, glory of the Father) kingdom. The year 1963 is the year the promised 
return of Jesus, is resisted by Satan according to the prophecies in Zechariah, chapter three. 


Zechariah also writes that he comes as a judge. “Thus says the Lord of Hosts; If you will walk in my ways 
and keep my charge, then you shall rule my house and have charge of my courts.”’ Prophecy shows that he 
is a descendant of the tribe of Dan, which means judge. In the book of Genesis Jacob [Israel] gathers his 
sons together to give them blessings. While addressing Judah he says: "Judah is a lion's whelp, from the 
prey, my son, thou art gone up: he stooped down, he couched as a lion, and as an old lion, who shall rouse 
him up? " (Genesis 49:9) This prophecy is for the two Messiahs or Christs that would be descended from 
Judah. Jesus is the lion's whelp by being the son, and the father is the old lion, the King Messiah. Further 
Jacob says: "Dan shall judge his people, as one of the tribes of Israel." [49:16] This blessing is a reference 
to Jesus the high priest on his return having power to judge the courts as a descendant from the tribe of Dan. 
The words of Moses, when he is blessing the tribes of Israel, clearly shows that the return of Jesus the high 
priest is from Dan and not from Judah. "And this is the blessing, wherewith Moses the man of God blessed 
the children of Israel before his death...And of Dan he said, Dan is a lion's whelp." (Deuteronomy 33:1- 
22). In scripture, Jesus the Christ is descended from King David, who is of the tribe of Judah, which fulfills 
the blessing of Jacob that Judah would be a lion's whelp. When Jesus returns, not as the Christ, but a high 
priest after the order of Melchizedek, he is from the tribe of Dan. Moses thus called Dan a lion's whelp and 
Jacob said Dan would be a judge. Within the Qumran Texts note is made that Melchizedek is portrayed as 
being over the final judgment. 


[And it will be proclaimed at] the end of days concerning the captives as [He said, To proclaim 
liberty to the captives (Isa, lxi, 1). Its interpretation is that He] will assign them to the Sons of 
Heaven and to the inheritance of Melchizedek... For this is the moment of the Year of Grace for 
Melchizedek. [And h]e will, by his strength, judge the holy ones of God, executing judgement, as it 
is written concerning him in the Songs of David...And your ELOHIM is [Melchizedek, who will 
save them from] the hand of Satan. 


We could render a portion of this passage as being; "and your JUDGE is Melkizedek," clearly showing that 
it would be a specific person, one who saves the elect (holy ones) from the hands or designs of Satan. From 
the Hymns we read that the Teacher of Righteousness has "been a snare for sinners, but healing for all 
those that are converted from sin" (II, 8-9), and concerning the day of judgment; "For Thou wilt condemn 
in judgement and all those who assail me, distinguishing through me the just and the guilty" (VIH, 12); the 
just being those who believe in him, and the guilty, the incredulous. A similar verse appears in The 
Thanksgiving Psalms: "...separating by me the righteous from the wicked." In the Testament of Levi, we 
read that God shall "raise up a new priest. And to him all the words of the Lord shall be revealed; and he 
shall execute a righteous judgement upon the earth for a multitude of days." We are given a description of 
one who reveals "all the words", a priest who shall execute "righteous judgment", who is as well "an 
interpreter of Knowledge concerning the marvelous Mysteries", "the man by whose mouth" God would 
establish "the teaching", "...the Priest whom God placed in the House of Judah..." to teach and establish 
the Law. It is through this individual that the world will be judged. 


And the Lord shall judge Israel first for their unrighteousness...And then shall He judge all the 
Gentiles...And He shall convict Israel through the chosen ones of the Gentiles... 
(Testament of Benjamin, Il, 8-9) 


The tribe of Judah was given the scepter of power and authority, and the lawgiver until the coming of Shiloh 
as prophesied in Genesis 49:10. Then the authority would pass from Judah and be given to Shiloh, who is 
the return of Jesus the Lamb and high priest after the order of Melchizedek. In I Corinthians, Paul writes: 


For in Adam [physical death] all die, so also in Christ [Jesus] shall all be made alive. But each in 
his own order: Christ [Jesus] the first fruits, then at his coming [second] those who belong to 
Christ [Jesus, the land]. Then comes the end, when he delivers the kingdom of God the Father, 
after destroying every rule and every authority and power. For he must reign until he has put all 
enemies under his feet. "For the last enemy to be destroyed is [spiritual] death. For God has put 
all things in subjection under his feet.” 


From Jewish literature, we read that the Temple must always be awaited. 


The rebuilding of the temple must always be awaited (Sab.12b and other passages). God will erect 
the future Temple even before the kingdom of David has been reestablished and his descendants 
restored to office (Yer. M.S. 5:2,56a).'* 


This shows that the Temple must be restored prior to the kingdom being established and the descendants 
of David being restored to office. Jesus must therefore return prior to the kingdom being established. In 
Matthew 24:27 it is written: “For as the lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth even unto the west; 
so shall also the coming of the son of man be.” The son of man is the return of Jesus who comes from the 
west to establish the kingdom of God. 


We find references from the "Testaments of the Twelve Patriarchs" that speak of the importance of the tribe 
of Levi and the tribe of Judah in the latter days. From the Testament of Rueben we read: "For to Levi God 
gave the sovereignty and to Judah with him and to me also, and to Dan and Joseph, that we should be for 
rulers ...hearken to Levi, because he shall know the law of the Lord...as the anointed High priest, of whom 
the Lord spake." Within another verse, Rueben refers specifically to the one who is to be the Kingly 
Messiah. “For he shall bless Israel and Judah, because him hath the Lord chosen to be king over all the 
nations and bow down before his seed...." His seed would mean the descendants of Judah or more 
specifically that of David, “and will be among you an eternal king." This corresponds to a verse in II Kings 
(taken from the Hebrew Tanakh) which states: "However, the Lord refrained from destroying Judah, for 
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the sake of His servant David, in accordance with His promise to maintain a lamp [a man] for his 
descendants for all time." God's promise unto David was that his throne would never end and that "There 
shall never be an end to men of David's line who sit upon the throne of the House of Israel.""? In reference 
to the priesthood we read in the Testament of Judah; "...1 command you, love Levi.... For to me the Lord 
gave the kingdom, and to him the priesthood" and in the Testament of Is'sachar, "And Levi and Judah were 
glorified by the Lord even among the sons of Jacob; for the Lord gave them an inheritance, and to Levi He 
gave the priesthood, and to Judah the kingdom." The same theme runs throughout all the testaments of the 
twelve patriarchs, for from Levi and Judah comes the salvation of Israel in the latter days. From the 
Testament of Naph'tali it states: "For through their tribes shall God appear dwelling among men on earth, 
to save the race of Israel, and to gather together the righteous from amongst the Gentiles". 


And the Lord shall bring captivity upon you, and there shall ye serve your enemies, and ye shall be 
bowed down with every affliction and tribulation, until the Lord has consumed you all. And after 
ye have become diminished and made few, ye return and acknowledge the Lord your God; and He 
shall bring you back into your land, according to His abundant mercy. 


The time of the captivity refers to the fall of both Israel and Judah after the Kingdom had been divided. It 
was not until the appearance of the second advent of Messiah ben David, Baha'u'llah, that the house of 
Israel and the house of Judah were again united. The Testament of Naph'tali continues. 


And it shall be, that after that they come into the land of their father, they shall again forget the 
Lord and become ungodly. And the Lord shall scatter them upon the face of all the earth, until 
the compassion of the Lord shall come, a man working righteousness and working mercy unto 
all them that are afar off, and to them that are near." 


After the regathering of the twelve tribes of Israel under their new name, they once again rebelled against 
God and violated His Covenant. Then God shows compassion sending “a man working righteousness"; 
"...and He raised for them a Teacher of Righteousness to guide them...." Concerning the latter days Isaiah 
writes, "And it shall come to pass in that day, that the Lord shall set his hand again the second time to 
recover the remnant of his people.... And he shall set up an ensign for the nations, and shall assemble the 
outcasts of Israel, and gather together the dispersed of Judah from the four corners of the earth.""’ The 
house of Judah refers to the revelation of Baha'u'llah whose message was in the potency of the Holy of 
Holies. The complete restoration of the Temple, however, would not be complete without the high priest; 
"...the Priest whom God placed in [the House of Judjah...," to teach and establish the Law [Covenant]. 
This Law is the Covenant of Baha’u’llah and the Will and Testament of ‘Abdu’|-Baha, the scroll written 
within and on the back as written in the book of Revelation. 


The priest God placed in the House of Judah is the return of Jesus as the high priest after the order of 
Melchizedek. Priest means educator, thus he is the “high educator.” Jesus said he was the root and offspring 
of David (Rev. 22:16) and his revelation is the book of Revelation, thus only Jesus on his return can explain 
its meaning and the truth of the scroll, the Covenant of Baha’u’llah. On his first coming, Jesus was the 
sacrificial Lamb, but he returns as the Lamb with seven horns and with seven eyes (Rev. 5:6). The seven 
horns are the seven alive revealed religions existing in the world today: Judaism, Hinduism, Zoroastrianism, 
Buddhism, Christianity, Islam, and Baha’i. In the Dead Sea Scrolls we read of a “Teacher of 
Righteousness,” described as "the Priest whom God placed in the House of Judah to explain all the words 
of His servants the Prophets." In another passage the author of the commentary writes: "God made known 
to him all the Mysteries of the words of His servants the Prophets." These statements are parallel to verses 
within the book of Revelation, which state: "...that in the days of the trumpet call to be sounded by the 
seventh angel, the mystery of God, as he announced to his servants the prophets, should be fulfilled." In a 
passage from the Hymns, he is called "an interpreter of Knowledge concerning the marvelous Mysteries;" 
he was "the foundation of truth and understanding," as well as "the man by whose mouth" God would 
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establish "the teaching" and "within whose heart " He "set understanding, that he might open the fountain 
of Knowledge to all the understanding." A footnote to these passages reads: "The Teacher of Righteousness 
knows all the secrets of divine Revelation." These are the same as the “seven spirits of God” spoken of in 
Revelation 4:5. The one who is the Teacher of Righteousness understands all the secrets given by God. The 
Teacher of Righteousness in the Qumran texts is the return of Jesus, the high priest. The kingdom of God 
will be firmly established among all peoples and nations through the explanations and commentaries of the 
return of Jesus, the Lamb, the high priest after the order of Melchizedek. 

Revelation 5, verses 6 and 7 says: 


Now I saw when the Lamb opened one of the seven seals, and I heard one of the four living creatures 
say, as with a voice of thunder, “Come!” And I saw, and behold a white horse, and its rider had a 
bow [rainbow, symbol of the Covenant]; and a crown [golden halo] was given him, and he went 
out conquering and to conquer. 


Biblical scholars tend to take the view that “to conquer” is of a military or violent nature. In her paper, 
Lion and the Lamb in the Apocalypse of John, Rebecca Skaggs writes: 


Although many of the references have to do with the endurance of violence by the Lamb, there are 
some cases where the Lamb is associated with doing violence. 


Continuing in Revelation we read: 


Then I saw heaven opened [heaven of prophecy], and behold, a white horse! He who sat upon it is 
Faithful and True, and in righteousness he judges and makes war [spiritual war]. His eyes are like 
a flame of fire, and on his head are many diadems [many titles]; and he has a name inscribed which 
no one knows but himself [name given to him at birth]. He is clad in a robe dipped in blood (Rev 
5:8-10). 


Baha’u’Ilah referred to his revelation as a robe and to be “dipped in blood” is a reference to those Baha’is 
who were martyred for their belief in Baha’u’llah. Shoghi Effendi knighted this individual as a Knight of 
Baha’u’llah because of his pioneering work to spread the revelation of Baha’u’llah in other regions of the 
world (Shoghi Effendi knighted 150 individuals for their pioneering work). As a knight goes into battle to 
champion his king, this knight, a Knight of Baha’u’Ilah, champions his revelation by defeating the violators 
of his Covenant with his words, his explanations, and commentaries. 


The "white horse" symbolizes the purity of God's religion, the Revelation of Baha'u'llah, and the one who 
sits upon the horse is Jesus the Lamb. "Eyes like a flame of fire" means he is a flame of fire to the oppressors 
and violators of Christianity and the Baha'i Faith, as he exposes their corruption. 


From his mouth issues a sharp sword with which to smite the nations, and he will rule them with a 
rod of iron; he will tread the wine press of the fury of the wrath of God the Almighty (Rev.19:15). 


A “sharp sword” are the explanations of Jesus, the Lamb that issue “from his mouth,” exposing the false 
doctrines of the clergy and the Hands. Like a two-edged sword, his explanations separate the sheep from 
the goats. The "many diadems" are the many names referring to the return of Jesus in various verses of the 
Holy Texts; i.e., the Lamb, the seventh angel, Joshua, Jesus the high priest after the order of Melchizedek, 
etc. He has a name that is known only to him and that is the name given unto him at birth, "the Land," as 
prophesied in the book of Zechariah. When he taught the Faith on Reunion Island it was a French colony 
and the islanders would call him "le land," /e, being the French masculine word for "the." 

We see then that the Lamb does not do violence or go out on a military campaign. Ms. Skaggs suggests that 
“Although the Lamb acts as a warrior, he retains the aspect of having ‘been slain’ (as in the first mention 
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of him, Rev. 5:6). This verse states: “J saw a Lamb standing, as though it had been slain, with seven horns 
and with seven eyes, which are the seven spirits of God sent out into all the earth.” The seven horns and 
seven eyes has already been explained. The term “as though it had been slain” points to Jesus, who upon 
his first coming was the sacrificial Lamb, to atone for iniquity. He did not have seven horns and seven eyes. 
The verse shows that this person is Jesus upon his second coming who knows all the secrets of the seven 
alive revealed religions. 


Leland was a third generation Baha'i and when he was seven years old, 'Abdu'l-Baha passed away. At that 
time, his family was living in one of the largest Baha'i communities in the country, Kenosha, Wisconsin. 
'‘Abdu'l-Baha had appointed Shoghi Effendi as his successor, however, not everyone, including nearly half 
of the community in Kenosha, accepted this appointment. Such tests related to the Covenant of God are not 
new. When Moses received the Ten Commandments and came down from the mountain, he found the 
people once again worshipping a golden calf. At the time of Jesus Christ's trial and crucifixion, his Apostles 
had all denied him. These tests are not for retribution, rather, to fortify one’s faith and obedience. A 
schoolteacher does not give the student a test because he/she does not know the answers. It is for the benefit 
of the student, to see how far one has progressed, and to work harder on the areas in which one is lacking. 
Throughout the course of our spiritual education, tests have also been given for the same purpose, to help 
us overcome our defects and weaknesses. 


From this experience, Leland began to realize the administrative members of the faith had their own agenda. 
When they returned to the United States from the islands and arrived in El Paso, Texas, they both came 
down with the Asiatic flu. As doctors of natural medicine, they were able to cure themselves after about a 
week. They contacted the Local Spiritual Assembly and were informed they should come to a meeting that 
night. It was at this meeting when they found out that Shoghi Effendi had fallen ill with the Asiatic flu (in 
truth he had already died). A brief time later, they were informed that Shoghi Effendi had passed away and 
they were now to turn to the Hands of the Cause for guidance. They both immediately recognized there was 
something wrong for they understood the Davidic kingship, guardianship, could not end. When Mason 
Remey, appointed by Shoghi Effendi, made his proclamation, they accepted him as did many others. Leland 
and his wife were the only two Knights of Baha'u'llah who did not fall for the violation. 


They decided to move to Montana as the university there had a good psychology program, and the state 
would accept their license to practice natural medicine. They were both chiropractors and naturopathic 
physicians. They set up their practice and were very successful in their treatments and healed a lot of people. 
There would be long lines outside of their office. The other chiropractors in town were jealous and they did 
not like him having his business there and told him when he had finished his classes at the university, he 
was to leave town. Leland refused and thus the chiropractors devised a scheme to get rid of him. The scheme 
they created was political in nature planning to bring three cases before a judge they wanted removed from 
the bench. The idea was to have them found guilty and in the meantime their man for Attorney General 
would be elected and then they would appeal the case and have it overthrown and have the judge removed 
from the bench. Before the election, however, it was found that their man engaged in corruption in Butte, 
Montana, involving prostitution and lost the election. Thus, there would be no overturning of the conviction 
and Leland was sentenced to twenty years in prison for a crime he never committed, entering the Montana 
State Prison on August 9, 1969. He was released four years later. In September of that year, Dr. Leland 
Jensen received a letter from Mason Remey declaring Rex King as the Satan of our era. According to Baha’i 
belief, anyone who attempts to usurp the Faith of God from the truth, change the Revelation or oppose God 
in any way is satanic. Mr. King had gone to Mason Remey to have himself appointed as a regent guardian, 
which was not in accordance with the Covenant. He wanted the position for himself. 


Sometime later, Dr. Jensen found a Bible lying on his bunk after returning to his cell from lunch. It had 
full-page pictures in it and was open at one of these pictures. Careful not to lose the place where it was open 


to, Leland looked on the inside of the front cover to see who had owned the Bible. It turned out to be Merle 
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Gardapee's who had just been released on parole in November. It was customary when an inmate left the 
prison to leave some of his personal belongings to friends inside. Dr. Jensen had the reputation as a "Bible- 
thumper" and thus Gardapee gave him his Bible. Leland began to read right at the page where it had fallen 
open to the book of Zechariah, chapter three. Leland began to read. 


Then he showed me Joshua [Jesus] the high priest standing before the angel of the Lord, and Satan 
standing at his right hand to accuse him.'® 


What first caught his attention was that Satan was resisting Jesus. He thought this to be an interesting 
parallel as Rex King had resisted him in 1963 and that the guardian had just declared his station to be that 
of Satan. He continued reading. 


And the Lord said unto Satan, the Lord rebuke thee, O Satan; even the Lord that hath chosen 
Jerusalem rebuke thee: is not this a brand plucked out of the fire?’ 


This too was sounding familiar. Rex King had consistently opposed Dr. Jensen on the Council and had 
often been rebuked by the guardian for his actions. Another interesting parallel involved his being a “brand 
plucked from the fire," a name applied to Rex when Brenda Norton took him through the firesides under 
the guardianship of Mason Remey. It was through this effort by Brenda Norton that Rex was able to 
recognize the corruption of the Hands and accept Mason Remey as guardian — "a brand plucked from the 
fire." Dr. Jensen decided to keep reading. 


Now Joshua [Jesus] was clothed with filthy garments, and stood before the angel. And he answered 
and spake unto those that stood before him, saying, Take away the filthy garments from him. And 
unto him he said, Behold, I have caused thine iniquity to pass from thee, and I will clothe thee with 
change of raiment.'® 


Leland saw another parallel between his life and that of the biblical Joshua. In prison, the charge he was 
convicted of was known as a "dirty jacket." If the iniquity and dirty garments of Joshua had been removed 
then maybe he would be exonerated of the charges against him as well. Continuing in Zechariah, Dr. Jensen 
saw more parallels between himself and this Joshua. 


And I said, Let them set a fair mitre upon his head. So they set a fair mitre upon his head, and 
clothed him with garments, and the angel of the Lord stood by. And the angel of the Lord protested 
unto Joshua, saying, Thus saith the Lord of Hosts; If thou wilt walk in my ways, and if thou wilt 
keep my charge, then thou shalt also judge my house, and shalt also keep my courts, and I will give 
thee places to walk among these that stand by." 


He did not know what a fair mitre might be. He looked it up and found that it applied to a turban such as 
worn by a high priest. He was beginning to see a parallel to the Baha'i Faith. Shoghi Effendi had been 
working on a plan to establish National Baha'i Courts prior to his death. This was one reason he had 
established the International Baha'i Council in 1951 on Mount Carmel so the National Baha'i Courts could 
appeal to the International Court. Becoming increasingly convinced that these verses in Zechariah were 
speaking about the Faith he continued. 


Hear me now, O Joshua the high priest, thou, and thy fellows that sit before thee; for they are men 
wondered at; for, behold, I will bring forth my servant the BRANCH.”° 


Dr. Jensen then suddenly realized that what he had been reading was not a history, rather, prophecy. In the 
Book of the Covenant, Baha'u'llah had declared 'Abdt'l-Baha to be the Most Great Branch. Leland began 
to feel uneasy. He continued reading. 
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For behold the stone that I have laid before Joshua; upon one stone shall be seven eyes; behold, I 
will engrave the graving thereof, saith the Lord of hosts, and I will remove the iniquity of that land 
in one day. 


Upon reading this verse, Dr. Jensen felt very much relieved. There was not a stone around that had seven 
eyes. He certainly could not be this Joshua person depicted in the third chapter of Zechariah. 


Although recognizing parallels within the book of Zechariah to the Baha'i Faith, Dr. Jensen would not 
consider himself the person described. There was certainly not a stone wall with seven eyes around him. 
As he had been reading the third chapter, he did relate that he felt a presence and heard a voice that he was 
the Joshua of that third chapter. This greatly disturbed him, and he told it to leave, believing it to be an evil 
spirit. At the request of another inmate who was being released on parole, Dr. Jensen took a job working in 
the Administration building processing new inmates. One day he heard one of the guards saying they were 
bringing another one in through tower seven. With some trepidation, Dr. Jensen asked the guard about the 
wall around the prison and the number of towers. To his astonishment, the guard told him the wall was 
made of stone and there were seven towers with a guard posted in each. Feeling weak, he told the guard he 
needed to go to his cell and lay down. He now realized there was no longer any doubt that he was the Joshua 
as prophesied in the third chapter of Zechariah. He did not wish to be this Joshua and refused to mention 
his experience to anyone. His wife would visit him every week and she noticed a change and asked him 
what was wrong. He said it was nothing, but she knew him all too well and knew something was on his 
mind. He then explained to her his experience and that he was the promised Joshua and she told him that 
she was aware of that all along. She reminded him that it would be the Knights of Baha'u'llah who would 
establish the Kingdom and therefore it could not be anyone else. It was 1971, and while out in the yard at 
the prison, a man named Harry Stroup told him that he was the promised Joshua spoken of in Zechariah 
and that the prison was the "stone with seven eyes." This realization was through his personal meditations 
on the book of Zechariah. This occurred on April 29, and that evening, while giving a fireside, now having 
two witnesses, Leland revealed the proofs that he fulfilled the prophecies for the promised Joshua of the 
third chapter of Zechariah.

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Dr. Jensen made his proclamation in 1971, the same year prophesied by Zoroaster. The appearance of the 
last Saoshyant within Zoroastrianism is called Astvatereta, who is foretold to appear within the third and 
final millennium. Zoroaster appeared at the midway point of the Adamic cycle and thus the establisher 
would appear 3000 years later. Zoroaster was quite specific as to the time when this Astvatereta would 
come. 


And when thirty winters of the tenth century are unelapsed, that maiden, who is Gobak-abu, walks 
up to the water; she that is the mother of that testifying Saoshyant who is the guide to conveying 
away the opposition of the destroyer.... That maiden whose title is All-overpowerer is thus all- 
overpowering, because through giving birth she brings forth him who overpowers all, both the 
affliction owing to demons, and also that owing to mankind.” 


2971 years, Saoshyant is born.” 


As Zoroaster came in 1000 BC, the elapsed time of 2971 years would bring us to the year 1971, the very 
year in which Dr. Jensen made his proclamation. 


Dr. Leland Jensen is this high priest prophesied in Zechariah. "And he showed me Joshua, the high priest 
standing before the angel of the Lord...." Within the Douay version (Catholic) of scripture it states that he 
"showed me Jesus the high priest...." Joshua is the Aramaic for the Hebrew Yehoshua, and Jesus is the 
Greek word for Joshua. "Now Joshua was clothed with filthy garments..." Dr. Jensen was convicted of a 
"dirty jacket," thus being clothed in filthy garments. In verse four of Zechariah it says: "Take away the filthy 
garments from him. And unto him he said, Behold, I have caused thine iniquity to pass from thee...." The 
World Book Dictionary defines "iniquity" as a "very great injustice or wickedness." Dr. Jensen was unjustly 
charged and convicted through the wickedness of those who wished to end his career as a chiropractor and 
naturopathic physician as well as for their own political gain. In verse nine we read: "J will remove the 
iniquity of that (the) land in one day." The iniquity of this verse is the same as the iniquity of Jesus in the 
fourth verse. Thus, Zechariah provides the name in which the coming of Jesus as high priest would appear 
and it is a name known only unto him, “le land,” Leland. 


Dr. Jensen did not go to the prison and knock on the front door asking to be let in. He was placed in prison 
to fulfill prophecy. He was in the plan of God from the very beginning that has no beginning, the “polished 
arrow hidden in the quiver.”’ He appears from the heaven of prophecy within the Greater Covenant, 
meaning he fulfills the prophesies of name, date, address, and mission. He is not a Manifestation, as he does 
not bring a new Revelation, rather, he is the establisher of the Revelation brought by Baha'u'llah. 


From scripture it is also clear that only Jesus upon his return can explain the symbolism within the book of 
Revelation. Vain imaginings and misconceptions to the nature of Jesus' return and end-time events have led 
the masses astray. In the first chapter of Revelation, it says, "Behold, he is coming with the clouds, and 
every eye will see him, every one who pierced him; and all tribes of the earth will wail on account of him." 
The clouds represent the false doctrines that “cloud” the intellect from recognizing the truth. 


The Christian clergy preach a different gospel from that spoken by Jesus and the Apostles. Paul wrote in 
his letter to the Galatians: "4s we have said before, so now I say again, If any one is preaching to you a 
gospel contrary to that which you received, let him be accursed.""4 The Christian world today worships an 
imagined god, which in truth, is the ancient Babylonian religion brought about through Nimrod and 
Semiramis. This is the gospel contrary to the true teachings, the worship of a god-man, an idol created from 
the imagination of mortal man. In the eighteenth chapter of Revelation, it speaks of Babylon the Great, a 
reference to Rome where we find the prophet of the antichrist, the residing place of the great whore of 
Babylon. 
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For all nations have drunk the wine of her impure passion, and the kings of the earth have 
committed fornication with her, and the merchants of the earth have grown rich with the 
wealth of her wantonness.... Render to her as she herself has rendered, and repay her 
double for her deeds; mix a double draught for her in the cup she mixed...so shall her 
plagues come ina single day, pestilence and mourning and famine and she shall be burned 
with fire; for might is the Lord God who judges her.” 


This passage is a reference to the first wind of destruction; "her plagues come in a single day...and she 
shall be burned with fire." Revelation reveals the first wind of destruction will be over in one hour. "And 
the kings of the earth, who committed fornication and were wanton with her, will weep and wail over her 
when they see the smoke of her burning; they will stand far off, in fear of her torment, and say, Alas! Alas! 
Thou great city, thou mighty city, Babylon! In one hour has thy judgment come."”° 


In the book of John it is written: 


Truly, truly, I say to you, the hour is coming, and now is, when the dead will hear the voice of the 
Son of God, and those who hear will live. For as the Father has life in himself, so he has granted 
the Son also to have life in himself, and has given authority to execute judgment, because he is the 
son of man. Do not marvel at this; for the hour is coming when all who are in the tombs will hear 
his voice, and come forth, those who have done good, to have the resurrection of life, and those 
who have done evil, to the resurrection of judgment.” 


The meaning is this. “The hour is coming,” means the one hour of judgment. “And now is,” meaning this 
is the day of judgment “when the dead,” spiritually dead, will “hear the voice of the Son of God,” the return 
of Jesus, and “and those who hear will live.” Those who hear the explanations and commentaries of Jesus, 
the Lamb, and heed his voice, will not experience the second death, which is spiritual death. The “Father 
has life in himself,” meaning the Word of God as given by Baha’u ’llah is spirit and life, and likewise, the 
Word of God as revealed through the Son, the return of Jesus, who has the authority to execute judgment 
upon the peoples and nations of the world, for he “is the son of man.” 


Jesus said that the coming of the son of man would be likened unto the days of Noah (Matt. 24:37-39). 
Noah appeared bringing proof that God had sent him, warning the people of the impending flood. The 
people mocked him, and scorned him, caring only for the worldly pleasures in life. Thus, when the flood 
came the people perished. Jesus returns with proof that he was sent by God. He comes as a warner unto the 
people of the impending fiery ordeal, the first wind of destruction in which one-third of the people will 
perish. God has sent Jesus, the Lamb, high priest after the order of Melchizedek into the world out of His 
great love for us, not wishing to see anyone perish. Humanity, however, remains unrepentant, denying His 
Promised Ones. 


The purpose of religion is for an ever-advancing civilization and unification of all peoples and nations. In 
The Story of Civilization, Will Durant writes of a form of political order and a need for unity of language 
to serve as a medium of mental exchange. There must also be some unity of basic belief, some faith that 
will lift morality from calculation to devotion and a universal education system for the transmission of 
culture. Adversely, the disappearance of the mentioned conditions, sometimes of even one, may destroy a 
civilization. Geological cataclysm or profound climatic change can end a civilization as has been evidenced 
throughout the ages. A decline in civilization may also occur by the failure of natural resources, fuels and 
raw materials, the ruin of agriculture, breakdown of moral values, a pathological concentration of wealth 
leading to class wars, disruptive revolutions, wars, and financial exhaustion. Our present global society is 
a witness to not just one, but to all the above. 
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The greatest violation in the history of religion was committed by the Baha’i World Faith in 1957 when 
they declared the Davidic kingship — guardianship — had ended, and that God lied to David when he said 
his throne would endure forever. It is the chosen ones from among the Gentiles that Israel, under its new 
name Baha’i, are judged first (Testament of Benjamin, II, 8-9). This one act deprived the world of the 
unerring shelter of the Covenant, the Tree of Life. Peoples and nations of the world are now experiencing 
unprecedented events at an ever increasing downward spiral. 


And you will hear of wars and rumors of wars; see that you are not alarmed; for this must take 
place, but the end is not yet. For nation will rise against nation, and kingdom against kingdom, and 
there will be famines and earthquakes in various places; all this is but the beginning of the 
sufferings.... But he who endures to the end will be saved. And this gospel of the kingdom [the 
kingdom of God on earth brought through the revelation of Baha’u’llah] will be preached 
throughout the whole world [the explanations and commentaries of the return of Jesus the Lamb, 
high priest after the order of Melchizedek], as a testimony to all nations; and then the end will 
come.*® 


The one hour judgment is but a few short years from now (3-5 years). In the book of Revelation it is 
recorded: 


And this was how I saw the horses in my vision: the riders wore breastplates the color of 
fire and of sapphire and of sulphur, and the heads of the horses were like lions' heads, and 
fire and smoke and sulphur issued from their mouths. By these three plagues a third of 
mankind was killed, by the fire and smoke and sulphur issuing from their mouths. For the 
power of the horses is in their mouths and in their tails; their tails are like serpents, with 
heads, and by means of them they wound.” 


Zechariah also had visions of the latter days and in the fifth chapter he writes: 


Again, I lifted my eyes and saw, and behold, a flying scroll! And he said to me, "What do 
you see?" I answered, "I see a flying scroll; its length is twenty cubits, and its breadth ten 
cubits." Then he said to me, "This is the curse that goes out over the face of the whole land; 
for every one who steals shall be cut off henceforth according to it, and every one who 
swears falsely shall be cut off henceforth according to it. I will send it forth, says the Lord 
of Hosts, and it shall enter the house of the thief, and the house of him who swears falsely 
by my name; and it shall abide in his house and consume it, both timber and stones. map 


Peter gave warning that the "the heavens and earth that now exist have been stored up for fire, being kept 
until judgment and destruction of ungodly men.... But the day of the Lord will come like a thief, and then 
the heavens will pass away with a loud noise, and the elements will be dissolved with fire, and the earth 
and all its works that are upon it will be burned up.""! 


These visions and warning all relate to the first wind of destruction — a strategic limited nuclear war. The 
"scroll" seen by Zechariah is the missile that delivers the warhead; "their tails are like serpents," the missile, 
"with heads," the nuclear warhead and "consume it, both timber and stones." The colors seen when a 
warhead detonates are the color of sapphire and sulphur. In the King James version, it is not sapphire, but 
jacinth, which is hyacinth, a brownish, reddish, or orange zircon (golden) color. The three plagues are the 
way one-third will be destroyed by radiation, heat, and percussion. This is the “curse” that goes out over 
the face of the earth. "For every one who steals," that is the corruption of the Revelations within the 
numerous sects and denominations, "will be cut off," destroyed. "Every one who swears falsely," the clergy, 
theologians, Hands, shall be destroyed. "And it shall enter the house [churches, Mosques, Temples, etc.] of 
the thief, and the house of him [clergy] who swear falsely by my name [of the Manifestations]; and it shall 
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abide [explode] in his house and consume it both timber and stones." In a single day, in one hour, one-third 


of humankind will perish. 


Similar in nature to the book of Revelation we also find references to the first wind of destruction within 


the Qur'an. 


The Calamity! What is the Calamity? Ah, what will convey unto thee what the Calamity is! A day 
wherein mankind will be as thickly-scattered moths and the mountains will become as carded wool. 
Then, as for him whose scales are heavy (with good works), he will have a pleasant life. But as for 
him whose scales are light, the Bereft and Hungry One will be his mother. Ah, what will convey 
unto thee what she is! — Raging fire. Lo! They behold it afar off while We behold it nigh; the day 
when the sky will become as molten copper, and the hills become as flakes of wool.... With eyes 
aghast, abasement stupefying them: Such is the Day which they are promised.*”

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The Four Winds of Destruction 


The first three chambers are constructed with red 
granite. The walls of the fourth chamber are made 
of natural limestone. 


The same description is given of a nuclear explosion 
as in Revelation: “the sky will become as molten 
copper." The "flakes of wool," is a description of the 
fallout that will fall upon the hills and watersheds of 
the mountains, described in Revelation 8:11 as 
wormwood. "The name of the star is Wormwood. A 
third of the waters became wormwood, and many 
men died of the water, because it was made bitter." 
Chernobyl, the Ukrainian word for wormwood, is a 
bitter wild herb that is used as a tonic in rural Russia 
and was the site where the worst nuclear power 
plant accident occurred. The water will become 
bitter, contaminated by the fallout, and if one drinks 
of it, they will perish. 


One-third of humankind will be destroyed as this 
war will be fought primarily between the nations of 
the Beast; the United States (eagle), France 
(leopard), England (lion), and Russia (bear), and the 
dragon, the Islamic nations of the Middle East, 
approximately one-third of the earth. 


In our age, older laws, ordinances, and beliefs need 
renewal to cure the ills of the world. The World 
Court, League of Nations and the United Nations 
were all conceived based upon principles revealed 


by Baha'u'llah. Each of these institutions failed because they lack the spiritual qualities essential for world 
unity and peace. Within Revelation, the United Nations is represented as a "black horse." "And I saw, and 


behold, a black horse, and its rider had a balance in 


his hand...."*? The United Nations mission was to 


keep a balance among the nations of the earth, to justly settle disputes between the nations. It has failed to 
keep its mission as it lacks the spirit and thus its color is black. 


And the fifth angel poured out his vial upon the seat of the beast; and his kingdom was full of 


darkness, and they gnawed their tongues for pain, 


and blasphemed the God of heavens because of 


their pains and their sores and repented not of their deeds.** 
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The people must flee the cities. The first targets are military targets and the secondary targets are major 
industrial centers. Washington D.C., Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago, Miami, Denver, Dallas/Houston, 
Seattle, Los Angeles, San Diego, London, Paris, Moscow, and others will be destroyed. The only sure 
salvation is obedience to the Covenant of God, the truth of which has been given through the explanations 
of the return of Jesus the Lamb, the seventh angel, high priest after the order of Melchizedek. All that come 
under the shadow of the Covenant of God, the Tree of Life, will be saved from this first wind of destruction, 
the one hour judgment, a strategic limited nuclear war. 
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
